Huvuns Paper Tells How We Would
Be Worsted in s War.

Havana, Muy 81.—El Diario de In
Marina in a leading editorial says:

“We ke in the Ameriean newspapers
evidence that there are certain social
¢lasses in the United Swmtes not suffi-
ciently alive to the importance of the
advice, ‘Don’'t monkey with the lon's
tuil." These classes are remarkable
for the eagerness with which they
evade jurisdiction in affluirs, which,
like the Ouban war, are exclusively the
affuire of Spuin. The persistence with
which they recognize the belligerency
of the insurgents is crazy and ridica-
lous, The important conservative in-
terests of the United  States should net
forget that the patience of Spain may
soon become exhanstel. The Epanish
government has given abundant proofs
of its goowd will by ignoring the many
inconvenionces that have been cansed
by resolutions in congress.  Thoae in-
terents ought to be thankful to us for
our ghuegation.

“But in case the sword should be
ungheathed, Spain wonld certainly not
e the heaviest loser in the fight,
Spuin has sent 200,000 troops to Cuba
to settle & domestic difenlty.  What
would she not do in the event of u for-
eign war, with the nation which for a
centnry has abuged our patience by ig-
noring Spanigh  honor and chivalry?
President MeKinley  should consider

He at once
reversed his engine, but the rails were
wet and the grade heavy, and it was
an instant or two before the train re-
sponided, and in that moment the
freight train thundered around the
curve and across the bridge, going at
the rate of 00 miles an hour. The
passenger train had hardly begun to
move before the freight dashed into it

Both engines were demolished and
the freight cars piled up one on the
other, jamming in the side and demol-
ishing one whole end of the station
building.

Just a8 the engines mel, Engineer
Heockman jumped and came to the
ground in the midst of fiying timbers
unu debris,

John Cooper, Frank Burke and
Night Telegraph Operator Charles
(Goodwin had been talking on the plat-
form an instant before they saw the
wild freight coming. Cooper ran into
the depot ‘and was killed instantly.
Burke and Goodwin ran out behind the
building and escaped. Brennan, who
wae on the platform at the same time,
was buried in the wreck.

The station building was demolished
to the partition between the depot and
the private rooms where Agent St,
Clair and his wife and three children
were agleep.

The dead and mangled bodies of two
of the killed were hurled against this
partition. Beams were forced throngh
it and over the bed occupied by the
children, but miraculously not one of
them was injured, although the room
was twisted and shattered almost to
tragments,

The {reight train had ran away on
the hill west of American Falls. It
